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1« USA Regulation Do* 10-lL established a technical Journal in the Agency 
to aid "the growth of all USA technicians in knowledge of their subjects. Skill 
in the techniques of their crafts, end understanding of the broad nature of the 
cryptologic function*" 

So General Order BO* 88 established the BSA Technical Journal Editorial 
Policy Board to establish procedures and policies, and to provide editorial 
direction in accordance with BSA Regulation Bo. 20-lfe.
